The transfer of the natural re- 
sources of Alberta from federal to 
| .2vovineial control on September 1 
, cet marked a new milestone in the 
| history of this profince. The date 
also marked the twenty-fifth anni- 
| scvsary of the organization of the 
| province. 

The transfer of the natural resour- 
ces places many new responsibilities 
on the government of Alberta, and 
| it adds new expenses, but it also 
brings new opportunities.

The administration of the natural 
resources presents several major 
problems to the Brownlee govern- 
ment. It is a subject which deserves 
earnest consideration and thorough 
study by the provincial officials. 
Hereafter, no blame can be placed 
on Ottawa and the cry of distant 
governship is with:.t future mean- 
ing. 

Under ‘the agreement reached be- 
tween the federal and Alberta gov- 
ernments the chief provisions are: 

(1) The province gets-all its un- 
alienated possessions. 

(2) The former subsidy in lieu of 
resources amounting to $550,000 is to 
be increased as population increases 
to maximum of $1,126,000. 

(3) The school lands are to be ad- 
ministered in accordance with the 
laws of the province, the constitu- 
tionality of which the courts have 
upheld. 


(4) The natural parks in the first 
instance remain with the Dominion, 
but the province is to have the right 
of mineral exploitation, and the. dis- 
trikytion of revenpes is a subject of 
future agreement, should any ques- 
tion arise, 

(6) There is to be a commission 
to see if the province by reason of 
alienation ig entitled to any special 
award, This consists of Judge Tur- 
geon, of Saskatchewan, and C, N. 
Bowman, of Waterloo, whe acted in 
the Manitoba case, with F. E. Os- 
borne, of Calgary, representing the 
province, 

(6) There is to be a reclassifica- 
tion of park boundaries to eliminate 
all the present mineral developments 
and hand them to the province and 
also to include Spray Lakes from 
federal control.

WELL MEANING— 
BUT THOUGHTLESS 


(The Albertan) 

We are not without sympathy for 
those kindly intentioned souls whose 
mission it is—often a self-given mis- 
sion—to carry the Christian faith to 
the sick bedsides in public hospitals. 
May heaven forbid. It is 1 work of 
mercy which, properly carried out, 
cannot be too highly commended for 
— ‘I was sick and in prison and ye 
visited me not . . . Inasmuch as ye 
did it not unto the least of these, My 
brethren, ye did it not unto Me.’’ 
Yet there is an appalling lot of tact- 
lessness and occasionally some unin- 
tentional humbug about this business 
of visiting the hospitals, What must 
be the sensations of a sick man or 
woman, quite probably on the way to 
recovery, being suddenly confronted 
by a perfect stranger and asked if he 
or she is ready for eternity? It is 
very much like being asked if one has 
any special preference in the matter 
of undertakers. Ard ‘hen comes the 
doctor and finds the patient’s. tem- 
perature is up. and next an.. anxious |, choral arrange 
mother or wife who notes that the| !*y parties and dances. 
dear one is ‘‘not so well again’’-and 
wonders why; what time the self-ap- 
pointed missionary is flitting from 
cot to cot, eager to save souls but 
thoroughly reckless with bodies. 

We have not it in our heart to con- 
demn these godly women—for most 
of them are women—because of the 
kindly thought that prompts the sac- 
rifice of leisure and comfort which 
their task involves. But it is not giv- 
en to every man or woman to be a 
sick bed visitor. It calls for qualit- 
ies all too rare. Does the chaplain 
ask the wounded soldier about his 
hopes for eternity? He talks about 
the weather, about the crops at home, 
about common experiences, about 
politics, perhaps a little about what- 
ever war happens to be going on, 
and now and then a word about re- 
ligion. And in the course of time 
the. wounded man, now almost fit 
again, uaconsciously realizes that this 
man of God is what he probably calls 
a real fellow and therefore his relig- 
ion cannot be a sham. And quite as 
unconsciously, at first he embraces 
his faith, another convert has been 
made, another soul has been won 
though perhaps rot. a word has been 
spoken about religion by direct refer- 
Clumsiness often characterizes am- 
ateurism, even in good works. Do 
our missionaries invade darkest Af- 
rica and call on the heathen to con- 
fess what‘ we believe to be the true 
faith without any preparation? They 
are not so inept. They set up first 
a medical mission to which the sick 
and the lame may come for healing. 

And they open schools to teach the 
the children and the men and wonien 
to read and write. And they build 
colleges to train native teachers and 
native ministers. And in the full-- 
ness of time the faith begins to grow 
like a carefully cultivated plant. But 
it was sown first in the body before 
it could blossom in the soul, For it 
is an experience as old as religion— 
much older than the Christian belief 
—that the road to the soul is through 
the body. It is the principle of our 
.most successful missions at home 
and abroad—the missions of the 
church, the Young Men’s and Young 
Women’s Christian Associations, the 
Salvation* Army. It was the method 
of the fitst’ Missionary who healed 
the sick: and fed the multitude so 
that many who did not even stay to 
hear a word of preaching went home 
and believed. 

Society has taken its work ser- 
iously. Social reforms are not being 
wrought today by men and women 
without training. Perhaps oppor- 
tunities will soon be made aveilable 
for those who see the visiting of the 
‘sick as their mission and purpose in 
life to ‘cultivate the special personal 
gifts without which they fail.

In connection with the allocation 
by the Dominion definite amounts 
had already been laid aside for Ed- 
monton, and Calgary where a special 
problem existed. These cities had 
been requested to furnish their pro- 
grams of work as soon as possible. 
The cities of Lethbridge and Medi- 
cine Hat are to meet with the 
Government on Wednesday and 
Thursday of this week to decide upon 
their definite allotment, while the 
requests of other cities and towns are 
being taken up with officials direct- 
ly. 

In order to preserve a certain 
amount of flexibility in meeting any
